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To the Members of the Corporation 
of ST. LUKE'S HOSPITAL 


it is gratifying to report that during the 
past two years earnings and collections have been the 
highest ever known in the experience of St. Luke's. 
Because we were fortunate enough to have been able to 
spend a considerable sum on construction and mainten- 
ance during previous years, it was possible during the 
year ended June 50, 1956 to devote our surplus earnings 
to additional free work and service, increased salaries 
in the nursing department, and special and semi-special 
nursing. Ur, Johnson's Report contains interesting data 
with respect to semi-special nursing and its attendant 
saving in cast to the patient, althogh at increased 
cost to the hospital. 


The daily average of patients for the year 
ended June 30, 1936, exclusive of infants, was 5136 as 
against 4864 for the previous fiscal year; the daily 
average number of patients was 154.03, or 77% of capacity, 
compared with 133.9, or 66% of capacity, the previous 
year; and the total number of days treatment furnished 
Was 96,225 as compared with 48,899 the previous year. 


The free and part-pay work during the year 
amounted to $71,276, an increase of nearly $11,000 over 
the previous year. Of this free work, $19,326 was paid 
for by the Community Chest, an increase of more than 
$5,000 over the previous year; $14,868 by our Endowment: 
$10,495 by the Katharine am Harry Babcock Fund; and 
$15,955 by the Fund dispensed by Dr. Weeks, this last 
being more than twice the amount expended by this Fund 
during the previous year. The contribution made by the 
Steff during the year in professional services amounted 
to about $50,000. 


Donations and bequests increased our Endowment 
Funds by $17,994, including securities valued at $11,572 
received from the Estate of Mrs. Elizabeth Mills Reid, 
and ea generous donation of $5,000 from Miss Isabella M. 
Cowell in memory of her sister, Helen E, Cowell. 


We established during the year an Annuity, or 
Pension, Fund providing amnuities for certain of our 
employees when they shall have reached the age sixty-five, 
contributions to this Fund being made by both employee 
and the Hospital. This was done in view of the fact that 
employees of philanthropic institutions do not come under 
the Federal Sccial Security Act. 
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All of our A-ray apparatus has been made 
shock=-proof. You will note that Dr. Fulmer states, 
in his report, "There is probably no other hospital 
in the country with a first-class Radiographic Depart- 
ment that is completely shock-proof", 


The air-conditioning equipment installed in 
three rooms on the fourth floor is proving a boon to 
many patients, and St. Luke's is gratified to be able 
to offer this service without additional cost. 


From Miss Kennedy's Report it will be noted 
that 117 students were enrolled, an increase of 12 over 
the previous year. The growing difficulty in obtaining 
nurses for institutional work is outlined, also the 
difficulties and expense which existed for a time dur- 
ing the adjustment to the new three-year basic course 
program and the State requirements in connection with 
nursing experience.

We have passed through a period of low wages 
and cheap materials, We are now in a period of rising 
wages and rising costs. Our problem for the future is 
how best to meet the inereasing cost of operation and 
at the same time expand our philanthropic service to 
the comnunity.

Gent Lemen: 


I have the honor to submit the Hospital 
Report for the year July 1, 1935 to June 50, 1996. 


The depression may be said to have ended in 
1935, as far as hospital earnings and occupancy are 
concerned. Occupancy at St. Luke's for the pest two 
years has been uniformly above the average for private 
hospitals in San Francisco. Earnings and collections 
were the highest ever recorded, 


With all major construction, repair and 
equipment needs supplied, our surplus earnings have been 
used for free work, added service without charge, and a 
much more liberal policy in the matter of nursing care, 
i.e., special and semi-special nursing for patients un- 
able to pay, and increased salaries for supervisors and 
gencral duty nurses, particularly. 


Certain patients occupy time which should be 
given to others on the floor; are unable to pay for 
special nursing and should not be expected to pay for it. 
Semi-special nursing means the assignment of a general 
duty nurse to from one to three patients who requirs an 
unusunl amount of attention. Patients pay what they can 
afford - usually $1.00 to $3.00, sometimes nothing. 


When this service was started in 1928, doctors, 
nurses, and patients did not accept it readily. In 1950, 
the service increased in popularity. In 1936, the ex-~ 
pense of this type of nursing amounted to nbout seven 
times the cost in 1930. Patients paid $4,879.57; the 
hospital paid nurses $7,300.00, or $2,420.63, plus sub- 
sistence, more than was received from mticnts. 


Special nursing for those unable to pay has 
been made availabic at hospital expense, upon recommend- 
ation of the Resident and Nursing Supervisor. Relinble 
ficures for the cost of this service will not be available 
for some time. 


Eleven "Nursing Aides" are now employed to care 
for minor routine nursing service throughout the hospital 
with considerable relief to general duty nursing and 
expense. 
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Nursing expense as a result of added 
facilities has increased from .655¢ per petient day 
in 1929, to .85]l¢in 1935-36, or 294%. 


Professional Care of Patients (i.ce., nursing 
and other professional services) has increased in cost 
oe $1.96 per patient day in 1929 to $2.35 - almost 
20 % e 


These increased costs of service to petients 
have been paid (without an increase in rates) from 
surplus earnings, which surplus is no longer needed for 
equipment and re-conditioning of the plant. 


Thus, adequate nursing facilities and equip- 
ment are now available for all patients and conditions. 
Certain doctors Imve told their patients that our 
system of nursing and our facilities for nursing will 
relieve patients of special nursing expense in many 
CASES. 


TRAINING SCHOOL Training School expense will 
increase as a result of the added 
cost of instruction and administra- 

tion contemplated in the new three-year training course. 


Nursing education today is being 
paid for largely by patients md hospitals. The State 
and not the patient should pay for nursing cducation as 
it pays for other kinds of education. Many hospitals 
propose to charge tuition for nurse training. Others 
will give up nurse training, leaving the State to take 
it over. Still others are substituting nursing aides 
for pupils, as they feel the work will be more economic- 
ally and efficiently performed by aides who will have 
longer training and experience in specific duties than 
pupils can have, changed as they are, from one branch of 
nursing to another. The comparative efficiency of pupils 
and graduates is variously rated at from one graduate to 
four pupils. 


The average nurse is engaged in 
nursing about seven years - thus, onesseventh of all 
nurses required by the Public must be graduated each 
year. The trend toward public health nursing and away 
from the hospital and the bedside generally, is increas- 
ing rapidly. Institutional nurses, as a group, have 
decreased in number and efficiency with the exodus to 
Special and office work. It has become a serious quest- 
ion whether hospitals are justified in charging patients 
for the cost of training nurses who do not nurse, 








Hospitals may substitute aides 
for nurses; aides may be trained to meet the needs of 
patiamts and hospitals without State and group dictat- 
jon or red tape. Aides will not eraduate into public 
health work and other non-nursing activities. Aides 
will not put patients and hospitals to expense for 
which there can be no retum. 


PROFESSIONAL STAPT Staff contribution to profession- 
al service afforded tndownent 

and Community Chest patients, 
amounted in dollars and cents to somthing like $50,000.

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An idea of how important our Surgical 
Service has become my be obtained from figures show- 
ing the increase in the number of operations performed. 
Last year there were 1063 operations more than were 
performed in 1935, and approximately 2300 more than 
Were Perromed in 1923. At times this Spring, we 
were compelled to limit the number of men who could 
be given places on the operating schedule. 


LABORATORY The work of these Departments 
AND X-RAY is greatly appreciated by medical 


men practicing here. The work of 

Sshock-proofing the x-ray Department 
was completed during the year, making this Department 
safe for patients, doctors and technicians, as well as 
efficient. 


Yeveral items of new equipment 
were furnished the Laboratory. 


CLINIC Vity ad County Relief Associat- 
ions have relieved us of a con- 
Siderable amount of out-patient 
expense normally performed with Community Chest and 
Endowment funds, approximately one-third of our Clinic 
work having been paid for by City and County Relief. 


DIETARY Patients and doctors continue 
to report the excellence of our 
therapeutic am regular diets. 


The new gas ranges have proven 
cry economical in the use of gas and in food prepration. 


Miss Helen Wood, our Chief Dietit- 
ian, upon resignation, was replaced by Miss Carolyn 
Woods, another gradmte of Johns Hopkins School for 
Dietitians. 


AIR CONDITIONING Air conditioning was installed in 
AND VENTILATION three of our Fourth Floor rooms. 


KHquipment ordered for another 
hospital, unable to pay for it, 
WaS purchased at cost and installed very largely by our 
own Engineer. Splendid results in hay fever, sinus, asthma, 
Skin diseases have been obtained. Rates for these rooms 











were not increased, as it was felt that air condition- 
ing for patients who require it, is a service which 
should be available in hospitals. Our revenue from 
Fourth Floor rooms has increased mrkedly as a result 
of special demand for these air conditioned rooms. 


Ventilation of chart rooms, diet 
kitchens and the Women's and Ments Wards was installed 
during the year, with great benefit. 


HMPLOYHES' HOSPITAL During the past two years, this 
ASSOC Ta TION Association has furnished 441 days 

of hospital care to 56 of its 

employee members. ach patient 
has been given a hospital room, and in all but a few 
instances, the Staff has furnished professional care 
without pey. Hospital Endowments and Community Chest 
have becn relieved of the usual assistance required by 
employees, and their Association ms ~id the hospital 
$2639.35, which repmesents an actual increase in hospit- 
al revenue, instead of charges to Endowments and Commun- 
ity Chest. 


At the end of two years, there 
was a deficit in the Employees’ Fund of $450.12, which 
Will probably be made up in the next few months. En- 
ployees now poy 65¢ a month. The deficit could have been 
avoided by a payment of 75¢ a month. We feel the increase 
will not be necessary. 


CALL SYSTAM For several years our telephone 
board has been decidedly over- 
worked. Inside calls, ses, 


calls for doctors and House Staff, 
have comprised the lergest part of the operator's work, 
and have entailed a great deal of tiresome and often 
exasperating work to locate individuals in various perts 
of the building. There has been a great deal of delay 
end inefficiency in calling people to the telephone or 
in trensmitting messages from the outside or from one 
part of the hospital to another. At times, these inside 
calls have interfered with incoming and outgoing hospital 
calls. 


Various types of call systems were 
studied. We finally discovered a speaker of suitable 
size and quality Which could be adjusted both as to tone 
and volume. This speaker was installed in thirty locat- 
lons about the hospitel, with a microphone at the tele- 
phone desk. It is now possible to get into communication 











with individuals without the use of the telephone 
board, both for inside and outside calls. As a result 
of the fact that a call is given in thirty locations at 
one time, individuals are not missed as they go from 
one department to another. Very frequently a call is 
answered before it can be written on the call list. 
Individuals calling from outside the hospital are 
frequently connected with very Little delays 1% 15 
possible that one operator will be able to handle the 
board with minimum relier by other office employees. 


GROUNDS With laying out of the Nurses’ 
Home garden, the landscaping 
of the grounds was completed. 

Benches for the mw garden, designed by Church, are 

now being mde. 


We heve had an abundance of cut 


flowers for patients, offices md hallways, which are 
ereatly appreciated. 


BUILDINGS The exterior of the main build- 
ing and the Clinic building 
were painted last Fall. 

The main hot water supply lines 
for the entire hospital were replaced with insulated 
copper pipese

The figures above show a considerable increase in 
illness and hospitalization caused by an epidemic of measles 
among the students. Only five students actually contracted the 
disease, but the “contacts” were naturally overwhelming, neces- 
sitating hospital isolation and leaves of absence. One of the 
preliminary students contracted epidemic cerebrospinal menin- 
gitis, causing still more of the nurses to be isolated. A 
swift diagnosis of this case prevented the spread of the disease. 
The student was sent to the Children's Hospital isolation depart- 
ment, where she made a recovery, but with total loss of her 
hearinge 

The nursing problem has been difficult this year. 

The hospital has been unusually busy and it has been increasing- 
ly difficult to obtain nurses for institutional work, and very 
often for cases requiring special nurses, especially during 
holiday and vacation periods. This condition seems general 
throughout the country. Already articles are appearing in the 
magazines, advocating larger classes. Graduate nurses are be- 
ing absorbed in increasing numbers in all forms of Public 
Health, Industrial and Welfare work. This fact, added to the 
closing of many schools and the cutting down of school enroll- 
ment for the past few years, has resulted in a condition about 
as serious for hospitals as the over production problem of 

the depression period was for nurses. 


Applications for entrance in the September class 
have been sufficiently numerous to permit us to select a satis- 
factory group for the Fall, The class was practically 
completed by the end of June, with several scheduled for Febru- 
ary next. Our educational admittance requirement is still 
graduation from High School, giving preference to those pre- 
senting satisfactory additional educational preparation, The 











ideal to which we are looking is, of course, two years 
Junior College in which the pre-nursing course is completed 
satisfactorily. This would lessen the class room teaching 
and allow the student more time for bedside instruction. For 
the present, a good high school record is better than 
sporadic Junior College work, frequently taken to offset a 
poor record in High *chool. 


The class admitted in February 1936 was enrolled 
on the three year basic course program. The preliminary 
period of these students has been increased from four to six 
months. Students in this group are available for hospital 
duty four hours daily, six days a week, for six months. The 
vacation period has been increased four additional weeks, with 
a two weeks yearly allowance for sickness. Thus, of the cight 
months added to the former twenty-eight months course, four 
months are taken up in additional vacation, time allowance for 
Sickness, lengthened probation, and affiliation for communic- 
able disease experience. The “tate requires that the remaining 
four months offer the student experience in services not 
included in the preceding months. This experience is to be 
given either in the home school or by affiliation. While these 
Changes are undeniably fine in the preparation of our students, 
they are going to make the adjustment period @ifficult and 
expensive. For example, in sending the students for communic- 
able disease experience, the “an Francisco Hospital requires 
that before entering on the course, they must have completed 
eighteen months in the home school, including operating room, 
diet kitchen and some experience in Medical and Surgical nurs- 
ing. Consequently, in planning for the first group, it will 
necessitate putting more nurses than usual or necessary, in 
the Operating Room and Diet Kitchen, reducing again the nurses 
for bedside care. 


With our present enrollment, to give the experience 
required by the State, it will be necessary to have at least 
eighteen or twenty students continually engaged in these 
services, only ea part of their time being available for bed- 
Side care. Six or eight nurses will be on duty in the Out- 
Patient Vepartment, six away for communicable disease, and six 
on duty in the Physiotherapy, Emergency and Supply Room Depart- 
ments, 


The following plan for the required additional 
services was submitted to and accepted by the State Board of 
Health: 

Out-Patient Yepartment 2 months 


Supply Room 1 month 

Physiotherapy 2 weeks 

Emergency Room 2 weeks 
Total 4 months 


The six weeks experience required in communicable 
disease or tuberculosis training will be given at the 
San Francisco Hospital. 





Details of these plans are too long for this report, 
but are on file with us and with the State Department. 


With the exception of the class which entered in 
February of this year, the students in the School, seventy in 
number, wiil have to obtain their three year diploma as hereto- 
fore, by affiliation with the Schools giving the courses they 
wish to take. When this new program is well established, many 
of the present problems will be eliminated or adjusted; expense 
should decrease and service improve. However, with the many 
changes taking place in the nursing world, it will continue to 
be expensive to properly conduct a School of Nursing. 


Forty-three students wrote the State Board Examination 
for Registration during the fiscal year. There were no fail-

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REPORT OF THE LABORATORY 


For the Year Ending June 30, 19356 


The attached detailed report again shows an 
increase in the total number of examinations made of 
nearly Fifteen Percent above that of the previous year. 
Again this has been less in the shorter routine proced- 
ures than in the more time consuming cases - blood 
chemistries, for instance, having increased nearly 
threefold. 


An additional full time technician has been 
employed. 


Added laboratory training for Interns and 
Assistant Residents, and lengthened courses in 
bacteriology and pathology in the nurses training 
school, have added to the teaching importance of the 
Department. 


Long used and worn equipment that has been 
replaced includes two new microscopes, a paraffin oven, 
a bacteriologic incubator, a hemoglobinometer and many 
smaller items. Our major problem for the coming year 
is the better organization of a three year training 
course for student technicians and its approval by the 
National Board of Registry. Our minor problems occur 
daily. 


As the year closes, both in material equipment : 
and in the excellence and loyalty of its technicians, 
the Laboratory is in most splendid shape.

REPORT OF THE X-RAY DEPARTMENT 


Ree wer ne me 


During the year ending June 50, 1936, the 
X-ray Department had a total of 3560 radiographic 
cases. This is an increase of 83 cases over the 
previous year. There were 11,025 roentgengrams 
taken and 1192 treatments given. There was an in- 
crease Of 515 treatments over the previous year. 


During the past year all of the radiographic 
apparatus has been made shock proof. There is 
probably no other hospital in the country with a 
first class radiographic department thet is comple te- 
ly ghock proof, This is a most important step forward 
and as soon as the public and the insurance companies 
realize the safety of this type of equipment, it will 
be illegal to install an X-ray machine that is not 
Shock proof. As St. Luke's was the first to use 
Safety base films to minimize fire hazard, we now 
lead the way in removing shock hazard. 


The major problem of the X-ray department 
is that of space. There is no waiting room and there 
are not enough dressing rooms. We have no viewing 
room and the patients are scattered through the halls 
while waiting for their pictures to be taken. 


We can be justly proud of our equipment, but 
we are so cramped for space that the department 
resembles a clinic more than an x-ray department in 
a private hospital,

REPORT OF THE OUT-PATIENT 
AND THE 
SOCIAL SERVICE DEPARTMENTS 


I have the honor of presenting to you the Annual 
Report of the Out-Patient and Social Service Departments 
for the year ending June 30, 1956. 


During the past year 17,099 visits were made to the 
Out-Patient Department. Of these, 1,259 were made by new 
patients; 2,559 home visits were made by the Visiting Nurse; 
5,064 visits. were mde to the Out-Patient Vepartment by 
patients authorized and paid for by the State and County 
Relief HOSS GLA TIOBSs at the rate of 65¢ per visit, for which 
St. Luke's was paid $2,186.00. 


In January, an Allergy Clinic was added, with Dr. 
M. Stallings as Chief - Clinic days, Wednesday and Saturday 
morning of each week. Twenty-eight patients have made one 
hundred and fifty-five visits to date. inte Clinic is adding 
very materially to the efficiency of the Out-Patient Depart- 
ment, for, previous to January, we were referring all our 
Allergy patients to the University of Califomrmia Hospital, 
which was a very unsatisfactory arrangement. 


The Children's Birthday Fund provided special nursing 
care for ony children, at the cost of $361.10. Donations 
received this year totaled $533.64; balance in fund June 30, 
amounted to $269.79. The Hdward F, Glaser Fund provided 
thirty-four patients with glasses, at a cost of $202.76. 
Donations to this Fund amounted to $140.65. $967.81 was peid 
back by grateful patients who had been furnished glasses, and 
were later financially able to reimburse the Fund, Balance 
in Fund June 30, $229.87. 


Mrs. Ida Fleming was added to our Personnel in May. 
Mrs. Fleming is a Graduate Nurse from Children’s Hospital, 
San Francisco, where, for the past thirteen years she has been 
employed as Assistant Director of Yocial Service. The increase 
in clerical work has made it necessary to employ at full-time 
the services of Mrs. Helen Meyer, who, for the past two years, 
has had charge of our Admittance Room and stenographic work. 


The usual Christmas Tree Shoe Party was given this 
year. Two hundred children were mde happy with shoes, toys, 
candy and ice cream. Mr. A. Thusen, with three shoe sales~ 
men to assist him, officiated for the third consecutive year 
as Santa Claus, through the courtesy of Buckingham & Hecht.

REPORT OF THE CHAPLAIN 


The following page covers activities and report of 
the Chaplain for the Fiscal Year July first, Nineteen Thirty- 
five to June thirtieth, Nineteen Thirty-six, Other than the 
routine visits as requested there were held a total of 
seventy-eight services in the Chapel, viz: Evening Prayer 
said forty-eight times; Holy Communion celebrated seventeen 
times; six Baptisms; seven other services, including Gradua- 
tion. 


The Reverend Donald Merrix of St. Paul's, Oakland, 
gave the Baccalaureate Sermon, the theme and the development 
of which haply fitted as an introduction to the Bishop's 
Address on Christian Character. 


The Christmas Eve Service together with the Capping 
of the Probationers, followed by the caroling through the 
Hospital and in the Dibblee Court, were especially lovely 
and particularly commented on. This was undoubtedly due to 
the improvement in the singing brought about by special in- 
struction from Val Ritschey. 


In October of Nineteen Thirty-five, Ur. Johnson 
consulted with the Chaplain concerning the use of the Chapel 
by the Medical Staff. The Resident Physician had made a care- 
ful survey of the Hospital facilities for the weekly discuss- 
ions of cases. No place in the Hospital was so desirable or 
adequate in size, arrangement and location, as the Chapel. 

In the absence of the Bishop, the Chaplain gave a condition- 
al and qualified consent. Inasmuch as our physicians are 
gentlemen and therefore would have an instinctive and proper 
reverence for the Chapel and inasmuch as the purpose was 
purely professional--which in the practice of medicine is 
basically humanitarian, there seemed no reasons against such 
use of the Chapel. The meetings were opened with short form 
of prayers reverently participated in by the doctors. On 
his return, the Bishop approved of this procedure. 


The clergy of the Diocese have used the facilities 
of the Chapel and they also have notified the Chaplain of 
Churchmen and women who were patients or nurses, who came to 
St. Luke's,
